sooner

“Verona will fall before Gori*iar 
shou ted the Au strian. 
“Gorizia fir>t,'T retorted 
Victor— 
and the plu v went on. 
“It was no. u ntil May of this y ear 
that Italy declared war on Au stria. 
Immediately the Italian General Staff 
ou tlined the following land program: 
1. An aggressiv e, sy stematic oper­ 
ation on the mou ntainou s northern 
frontier, Trentino 
and tjie 
Uarnic 
Alps—long fortified by Au stria, de­ 
signedly to mak e an Au strian inv as­ 
ion of Italy while standing impreg­ 
nable against Italian inv asion. 
2. An offensiv e on a large scale 
u gainst the 
v olley 
of the 
Isonzo 
which barred Italy ’s way toward the 
Ju lian Alps on the East and ithe 
Isirian peninsu la to the Solith. 
The nav al program was this: Des­ 
tru ction of Au strian commerce on 
tjie Adriatic 
and adjacent 
waters 


. (ind the bottling u p or destru ction of 
the Au strian fleet. 
On land today Italy faces the New 
Year as the only one -of the Allied 
Powers whose main army is firmly 
entrenched on the soil of an enemy . 
On water the 
Du k e 
of 
Abru zzi’s 
fleet is su preme. The Au strian main 
fleet, refu ged in Pola 
harbor, re­ 
fu sed the Italian challenge ju st as 
tile German licet defies the British 
—in the Kiel canal. 
Lik e Germany , 
Au stria is u nable to giv e safe con­ 
v oy to her own commerce. 
With an army of more than 2,250,- 
000 men in u niform; with reserv es of 
1.750.000 men between 18 and 38 y et 
to be called to 
the 
colors; 
with 
abu ndant eq u ipment especially heav y 
artillery ; back ed by a slj» eu did in­ 
du strial 
mobilization 
capable 
of 
feeding mu nitions for any emergency , 
Italy look s to the fu tu re with 
the 
u tmost confidence. 
This feeling was 
v iv idly reflected in the recent u tter­ 
ances of Baron Sonnino, minister for 
Foreign Affairs, in the chamber, in 
which he annou nced not only Italy ’s 
agreement with 
the 
Allies not 
to 
conclu de a separate j>eace, bu t her 
pu rpose 
to ex tend 
the 
campaign 
across the Adriatic 
in su pport 
of 
strick en Serbia. 
In answer to the 
latter pledge, 
50.000 Italian 
troops hav e already 
landed

where pioneers 
are bu sy at road-bu ilding and other

pathless mou ntains. Food and cloth- 
by the shipload are being sent by 
the Italians for the Serbian refu gees. 
Sev en months of fighting along the

zo front the offensiv e has reached 
the stage where an Italian occu pa­ 
tion of the entire Istrian peninsu la 
as well as effectiv e thru sts North­ 
ward and Eastward, is believ ed to be 
possible early in 1916.

siv e. 
The floodgates of inv asion for 
which Au stria 
had been 
preparing 
since 1866 and which she has boast­ 
ed wou ld giv e her the city of Verona 
before Italy cou ld reach Gorizia, are 
now closed against her with dou ble 
bar and lock . 
Week s 
of 
desperate 
fighting 
against terrific odds were sometimes 
req u ired by the Italians to tak e 
a 
single fortress or position in 
this 
phase of the campaign. 
While this was going on, the sec­ 
ond part of the General Staff plan 
was being ex ecu ted 
in the 
Isonzo 
v alley . 
On Ju ne 
2 King 
Victor’s 
armies crossed the Isonzo. 
On Ju ne 
9, Monfalcone fell to Gen. Cadorna. 
Two day s later Gradisea hu d su c­ 
cu mbed and the Au strians retreat­ 
ed to Gorizia. On Ju ly 7, the bridge­ 
head at Gorizia was reached by the 
Italians, where for fiv e months the 
ebb and flow of battle had soak ed the 
soil with Italian and Au strian blood. 
A general adv ance ov er 
the entire 
front from Tolmino to Monfalcone, 
Ju ly 22 still fou nd Cadorna’s troops 
before Gorizia lock ed in the death 
stru ggle. 
Gorizia’s loss wou ld mean a sev ­ 
ere blow to Au stria and all means 
are employ ed 
to defend it. 
Rein­ 
forcements were brou ght from Gal­ 
icia, and it was only the timely ar­ 
riv al of German regiments on one oc­ 
casion that sav ed the Au strians from 
disastrou s rou t in the section north 
of Plav a. 


Du ring the latter day s of Nov ­ 
ember, the Au strian 
resistance at 
Gorizia began to weak en. 
December 
1 fou nd the 
city 
inv ested

three sides, the su rrou nding 
fort­ 
resses 
pou nded 
to fragments 
by 
Italian shells of heav y calibre were 
plou ghing the streets. 
The fall of 
Gorizia 
wou ld giv e 
General Cadorna’s troops access to 
all the roads leading toward Villach 
to the North, Laibach to the East, 
and Trieste to the Sou th. 
The in­ 
v estment of Trieste wou ld mean an 
ex peditiou s 
occu pation of the Is- 
triu n peninsu la, inclu ding Pola, re 
fu ge of the Au strian fleet. 
According to the latest estimates 
the total Au strian casu alties in 
the 
Italian campaign are more than 300,- 
000 of which 60,000 are k illed. Au s­ 
trian prisoners in Italy nu mber 50,- 
000. 
The Italian losses, 
too, hav e 
been heav y , bu t probably less 
than 
the Au strian.

When Curtain Falls on European 


Struggle, World Will Know 


What Italian King Did 


SITUATION 
AS 
YEAR OPENS 


Italy 
Only One of Allied Powers 


Whose Army is Firmly En- 


trenched on Soil of Enemy 


By Ll.U'K KOHK 


( V. P. Staff Correspondent.) 


Home, Jan. (5.—When tlie orches- 


tral guns 
have boomed 
their last 


salvo and the big asbestos curtain 
of peace drops on Europe's war-torn 
stage, doubtless the world will be- 
gin to appreciate the role played by 
King Victor in the greatest tragedy 
of history. 


Act II was well under way before 


Italy joined the players and 
King 


Victor with his 
tuft 
of 
rooster 


feathers 
appeared from the wings. 


He had frequently been mentioned in 
the lines, and no 
sooner 
had 
he 


strode upon the stage than he and 
the veteran actor Franz Josef came 
to blows. 


"Verona will fall before Gorizift" 


shouted the Austrian. 


"Goriziu first,'' retorted 
Victor— 


and the play went on. 


"l£ was no. until Slay of this year 


that Italy declared war on Austria. 
Immediately the Italian General Staff 
outlined the following land program: 


1. An aggressive, systematic oper- 


ation on the mountainous northern 
frontier, Trentino 
and the 
Carnic 


Alps—long fortified by Austria, de- 
signedly to make an Austrian invas- 
ion of Italy while standing impreg- 
nable against Italian invasion. 


2. An offensive on a large scale 


against the 
valley 
of the 
Isonzo 


which 'barred Italy's way toward the 
Julian Alps on the East and (the 
letrian peninsula to 'the Solith. 


The naval program was this: Des- 


truction of Austrian commerce on 
the Adriatic and adjacent waters 


and the bottling up or destruction of 
the Austrian fleet. 


On land today Italy faces the Xcw 


Year as the only one -of the Allied 
Powers whose main army is firmly 
entrenched on the soil of an enemy. 
On water the 
Duke 
of 
Abruzzi's 


fleet is supreme. The Austrian main 
fleet, refuged in Pola 
harbor, re- 


fused the Italian challenge just as 


e German ileet defies the British 


—in the Kiel canal. Like Germany, 
Austria is unable to give safe eon- 
i'oy to her own commerce. 


With an army of more than 2,250,- 


JOO men in uniform; with reserves of 
1,750,000 men between IS and 38 yet 
to be called to 
the 
colors; 
with 


abundant equipment especially heavy 
artillery; backed by a slpeudid in- 
dustrial 
mobilization 
capable 
of 


feeding munitions for any emergency, 
Italy looks to the future with 
the 


utmost confidence. 
This feeling was 


vividly reflected in the recent utter- 
ances of Baron Sonnino, minister for 
Foreign Affairs, in the chamber, in 
which he announced not only Italy's 
agreement with 
the. Allies not 
io 


conclude a separate peace, but her 
purpose 
to extend 
the 
campaign 


across the Adriatic 
in support 
of 


stricken Serbia. 


In answer to the 
latter pledge, 


50,000 Italian 
troops have already 


landed 
in Albania 
where pioneers 


are busy at road-building and other 
means of transport 
through 
the 


pathless mountains. Food and cloth- 
by the shipload are being sent by 
the Italians for the Serbian refugees. 


Seven months of fighting along the 


lines of the General Staff's plan 
of 


campaign have produced far great- 
er results than the daily commun- 
iques have indicated. On the Ison- 
zo front the offensive has reached 
the stage where an Italian occupa- 
tion of the entire Istrian peninsula 
as well as effective thrusts North- 
ward and Eastward, is believed to be 
possible early in 1916. 


The Northern 
campaign, in 
the 


Trentino and 
Carnic 
regions, has 


closed 
with 
the object 
attained. 


After months of the severest 
and 


most difficult 
mountain 
warfare, 


heroic struggle™ on precipitous bat- 
tlegrounds, the Alpine troops, Ber- 
saglieri and 
infantry 
with 
heavy 


artillery, sometimes 
drawn up 
the 


mountainsides with ropes, have bat- 
tered forl after fort into dust, stoned 
and captured hitherto impregnabj|e 
Austrian-defenses, and consolidated 
the conquered 
crags 
and valleys 


against a successful 
eounteraffn- 


sive. The floodpatts ef invasion for 
which Austria had been preparing 
since 1866 -and which she has boast- 
ed would give: her the city of Verona 
before Italy could reach Qorizia, are 
now closed against her with double 
bar and lock. 


Weeks 
of 
Desperate 
fighting 


against terrific odds were sometimes 
required by the Italians to take a 
single fortress or position in 
this 


phase of the campaign. 


While this was going on, the sec- 


ond part of the General Staff plan 
was being executed 
in the 
Isonzo 


valley. On June 
2 King 
Victor's 


armies crossed the Tsonzo. On June 
9, Monfalcone fell to Gen. Cadorna. 
Two days later Gradisca had suc- 
cumbed and- the Austrians retreat- 
ed to Gorizia. On July 7, the bridge- 
head at Gorizia was reached by the 
Italians, where for five months the 
ebb and flow of battle had soaked the 
soil with Italian and Austrian blood. 
A general advance over the entire 
front from Tolmino to Monfalcone, 
| July 22 still found Cadorna's troops 
before Gorizia locked in the death 
struggle. 


Gorizia's ^ss would mean a sev- 


ere blow to Austria and all means 
are employed 
to defend it. 
Rein- 


forcements were brought from Gal- 
icia, and it was only the timely ar- 
rival of German regiments on one oc- 
casion that saved the Austrians from 
disastrous rout in the section north 
of Plava. 


During the latter days of Nov- 


ember, the Austrian 
resistance at 


Gorizia began to weaken. December 
1 found the 
city 
invested 
from 


three sides, the surrounding 
fort- 


resses 
poanded 
to fragments 
by 


Italian shells oi heavy calibre were 
ploughing the streets. 


The fall of 
Gorizia 
would give 


General Cadorna's troops access to 
all the roads leading toward Villach 
to the North, Laibach to the East, 
and Trieste to the South. 
The in- 


vestment of Trieste would mean an 
expeditious 
occupation of the Is- 


trian peninsula, including Pola, re 
fuge of the Austrian fleet. 


According to the latest estimates 


the total Austrian c 
unities in 
the 


Italian campaign are more than 300,- 
000 of which 00,000 are killed. Aus- 
trian prisoners- in Italy number 50,- 
000. 
The Italian losses, too, have 


been heavy, but probably less than 
the Austrian.

Added by Making State Out of 


Calumet Region

Upper Peninsula Territory Wants to 


be Separated From 
Lower

6.—Tfie 


forty-ninth star in th,e American flag, 
representing the great commonwealth 
of Superior was in prospect today, 
following an address 
made 
last 


night by Roger M. Andrews,, Men- 
ominee, Mich., at the annual banquet 
of the Calumet Business Men's as- 
sociation. 


A vigorous campaign, which will 


be carried on during 
1916, 
was 


launched at the banquet. 
Mr. An- 


drews predicted that the campaign 
will soon result in a separate state- 
hood for the fifteen counties in the 
Upper Peninsula of Michigan, which 
are geograhpically 
separated from 


the lower peninsula and which were 
ceded to Michigan 
by congress in 


1857 in 
settlement 
of the 
Ohio 


boundary dispute. 


Mr. Andrews pointed out that: . 
The Upper Peninsula 
comprises 


nearly 
one-third 
of the state of 


Michigan, the largest state excepting 
Georgia east of the Mississippi. 


The Upper Peninsula at no place 


touched the Lower Peninsula, but 
the former is bounded -by its thous- 
and miles of lake shore, 
touching 


three of the five Great Lakes 
and 


180 miles of border line 
adjoining 


Wisconsin. 


The one-ninth of the population of 


Michigan residing in the Upper Pen- 
insula, pay nearly 
one-seventh of 


the state taxes. 


The Upper Peninsula 
is larger 


than Deleware, Massachusetts, and 
Connecticut combined and thirteen 
times as large as Rhode Island. 


Employed in the Upper Peninsula 


are more wage earners 
than 
in 


Nebraska, 
Kansn, Vermont 
or 


twelve other states. 


About 7.000.000 acres are now "be- 


ing tnrned into profitable 
farmland. 


In seventv-eieht years six Michi- 


gan men have been members of the 
cabinet and not oifc came' from the. 
Upper Peninsula.' Twenty-five Unit- 
ed States senators have been elect- 
ed from the state and again not one 


rame from 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula. 


Onlv one governor oul 
of twenty- 


eight came from that territory. 


"There is no reason why this great 


enpire of the Upper Peninsula, rich 
in every natural gilt, 
endowed by 


nature beyond 
so many 
of 
these 


United States a center of industrial 
activitv, the home of a third of 
a 


million persons, should nnt take its 
rightful place among the states of 
the union," said Mr. Andrews in con- 
clusion. "There H room for another 
star in the flag and that star should 
and will represent the State of Sup- 
erior."
